PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Dear  Brethren  :  The  record  of  our  Sy nodical  year  of  1895-6  fur- 
nishes occasion  of  rejoicing.  Our  congregations  have  been  regularlj 
supplied  with  the  means  of  grace.  Our  pastors  have  been  continuously 
at  their  post  of  duty,  faithful  and  diligent,  and  God  has  graciously 
warded  off  the  visitation  of  death,  which  reaped  from  our  ranks  so  rich  a 
harvest  last  year.  Vacancies  occasioned  by  transfers  have  been  promptly 
filled,  and  signal  advance  is  observable  in  the  organization  of  new  con- 
gregations, the  laying  of  corner-stones  for  new  church  edifices,  the  dedi- 
cation of  new  churches  to  the  worship  of  God,  and  the  refitting  and  re- 
opening of  others. 

Newberry  College,  so  closely  identified  in  interest  with  this  body,  has 
found  a  President  eminently  worthy  of  the  high  office,  and  the  institu- 
tion is  progressing  in  a  way  that  rejoices  the  hearts  of  all  its  friends. 
We  have  been  graciously  delivered  from  all  schism  and  resistance  of  con- 
stituted authoritj'-,  as  well  as  from  all  other  serious  calamity.  It  becomes 
us,  therefore,  to  render  devout  thanksgiving  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for 
His  great  and  signal  mercy  toward  us. 

For  your  information  as  well  as  for  permanent  record,  I  here  present, 
as  accurately  as  I  am  able,  the  following  statement  of  Synodical  matter 
coming  under  my  notice  as  President,  and  of  official  acts  performed : 

MINISTERS  RECEIVED  INTO  THE  SYNOD. 

November  30,  1895,  Rev.  S.  L.  Nease  was  received,  by  transfer,  from  the 
Tennessee  Synod. 

December  10,  1895,  Rev.  J.  D.  Shealy  was  received,  upon  certificate, 
from  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

August  31,  1896,  Rev.  M.  O.  J.  Kreps  was  received,  by  certificate,  front : 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  West  Virginia. 

MINISTERS  DISMISSED. 

November  5,  1895,  Rev.  H.  P.  Counts  was  dismissed  to  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Synod  of  Georgia. 

April  14,  1896,  Rev.  L.  E.  Busby  was  dismissed  to  the  Synod  of  North. 
Carolina. 

May  7,  1896,  Rev.  B.  W.  Cronk  was  dismissed  to  the  Synod  of  Soulh. 
West  Virginia. 

August  26,  1896,  Rev.  J.  A.  B.  Scherer  was  dismissed  to  the  South, 
West  Virginia  Synod,  it  being  ascertained  that  a  certificate  formerly- 
issued  had  not  been  received  by  that  Synod,  nor  his  name  enrolled  among 
its  ordained  members. 

April  14,  1896,  Rev.  H.  A.  McCullough  was  dismissed  to  the  Evangeli- 
cal Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

CALLS  ACCEPTED. 

November  3,  1895,  Rev.  James  D.  Shealy  entered  upon  duty  as  pastor 
of  the  Union  charge,  Lexington  County. 
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December  r,  1895,  Rev.  S.  T.  Hallman,  D.  D.,  took  charge  of  Grace 
and  Mt.  Tabor  Churches,  in  obedience  to  a  call  to  be  their  pastor. 

November  1,  1895,  Rev.  James  D.  Kinard  took  charge  of  the  Leesville 
Pastorate,  being  called  to  serve  the  same  as  pastor. 

In  obedience  to  a  call  from  the  Executive  Committee,  Rev.  J.  C. 
Trauger  entered  upon  the  work  at  Sumter,  February  1,  1896,  as  Mis- 
sionary Pastor. 

Rev.  M.  O.  J.  Kreps,  in  response  to  a  call,  entered  upon  duty  as  pastor 
of  Holy  Trinity  Church,  Augusta,  Ga.,  March  1,  1896. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

Rev  S.  T.  Hallman,  D.  D.,  informed  me  that  he  had  tendered  his  res'g- 
nation  as  pastor  of  Holy  Trinity  Church,  Augusta,  Ga.,  to  take  effect 
November  24,  1895.    The  resignation  was  effected  accordingly. 

SUPPLIES. 

October  30,  1895,  Rev.  Prof.  A.  J.  Bowers  was  authorized  to  serve  Mt. 
Hermou  and  Beth  Eden  congregations  during  the  Synodical  year. 

At  the  request  of  St.  James',  Jalapa,  Rev.  Dr.  Voigt  was  authorized  to 
serve  the  same  as  a  supply  until  this  convention  of  Synod.  Authority 
was  given  November  10,  1895. 

December  10,  1895,  I  r.ceived  notification  from  Rev.  J.  D.  Shealy  that 
he  had  agreed  to  serve  St.  Matthew's,  Lexington  County,  as  a  supply 
until  this  convention  of  Synod. 

January  9,  1896,  Dr.  A.  G.  Voigt  was  authorized  to  supply  Trinity 
Church,  Little  Mountain,  until  further  notice.  He  has  continued  to 
serve  this  congregation  up  to  this  date. 

Since  January  24,  1896,  Mt.  Olivet  has  been  supplied  by  authority  of 
the  President  of  Synod  from  the  Theological  Seminary,  under  the  super- 
vision of  Dr.  Voigt. 

On  the  27th  of  January,  1S96,  upon  the  request  of  the  council  of  Mace- 
donia, and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  was  some  difficulty  in  getting  a 
pastor  for  the  charge  to  which  this  congregation  belonged,  the  Macedonia 
Church  was  authorized  to  make  its  own  arrangement  for  the  current 
Synodical  year.  Arrangement  was  accordingly  made,  and  Rev.  C.  P. 
Boozer  has  been  giving  his  services  two  Sundays  in  each  month. 

The  Graniteville  charge  being  without  a  pastor,  the  two  congregations 
have  been  supplied  as  follows:  St.  James',  by  Theological  Student  T.  W. 
Shealy;  and  Orange  Chapel,  by  Rev.  S.  P.  Schumpert. 

I  received  word  September  n,  1896,  from  Rev.  G.  S.  Beardeu,  that  he 
would  withdraw  his  services  from  Red  Rank  and  Nazareth,  November  1, 
1896.    These  congregations  will,  therefore,  be  vacant  after  that  date. 

I  was  informed  by  Rev.  C.  P.  Boozer,  June  1,  1896,  that  he  had  been 
serving  St.  John's,  Lexington  County,  since  January  1,  1896,  one  Sunday 
each  mouth. 

INSTALLATIONS. 

Rev.  James  D.  Kinard  was  installed  December  29,  1895,  pastor  of  the 
Leesville  charge,  Rev.  M.  M.  Kinard,  Ph.D.,  acting  as  committee  of  in- 
stallation. 
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December  22,  1895,  Rev.  Geo.  S.  Bearden  was  installed  pastor  of  St. 
Luke's  by  Rev.  Prof.  A.  J.  Bowers,  under  appointment  of  the  President. 

VACANCIES. 

The  charges  vacant  are:  The  Graniteville  charge,  and  the  pastorate 
formed  one  year  ago,  consisting  of  Holy  Trinity  Church,  Little  Moun- 
tain, and  Macedonia  Church,  unless  the  existing  arrangement  shall  be 
confirmed  by  the  Synod. 

The  following  churches  are  vacant:  Bethany,  Music  Hall,  Nazareth, 
Red  Bank,  St.  Matthew's,  Lexington  County,  Bachman  Chapel,  and  Mt. 
Olivet,  but  some  of  them  have  been  supplied  in  whole  or  part  during  the 
year.  It  seems  that  nothing  less  than  a  quarterly  or  monthly  visitation 
on  the  part  of  the  President  can  furnish  a  satisfactory  acquaintance  with 
the  shifting  status  of  some  of  our  pastorates  and  congregations.  I  com- 
mend this  matter  of  vacancies  and  temporary  supplies  and  the  dropping 
of  congregations  out  of  their  constituted  pastoral  relation  to  the  careful 
attention  of  Synod. 

NEW  CONGREGATIONS. 

On  the  31st  day  of  May,  1896,  a  Lutheran  congregation  was  organized 
at  Fort  Motte  under  the  name  and  style  of  St.  Mark's  Evangelical  Lu- 
theran Church,  under  the  supervision  and  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  J.  H. 
Wyse.  This  congregation  makes  formal  application  for  admission  into 
our  Synod. 

A  congregation  at  Eutawville,  and  also  one  at  Florence,  have  been  or- 
ganized under  the  care  of  Rev.  J.  C.  Trauger,  and  both  of  them  will  file 
their  application  for  admission  into  this  body  at  this  convention. 

These  evidences  of  progress  ani  enlargement  of  our  borders,  as  well  as 
of  missionary  zeal  on  the  part  of  the  pastors  connected  therewith,  will  be 
noted  with  much  gratification  and  with  sentiments  of  appreciation. 

DEDICATIONS  AND  REOPENINGS. 

On  the  22nd  of  March,  1896,  St.  John's  Church,  Charleston,  was  re- 
opened, with  appropriate  services.  Revs.  Karl  Boldt  and  L.  K.  Probst 
assisted  the  pastor  on  this  interesting  occasion.  Improvements  to  the 
extent  of  |8,ooo  cost,  judiciously  planned  and  tastefully  executed,  have 
not  only  rendered  this  venerable  church  the  most  handsome,  but  perhaps 
the  most  churchly,  in  its  appointments  of  all  our  Southern  Lutheran 
Churches. 

August  30,  1896,  through  the  zeal  and  activity  of  Rev.  S.  C.  Ballentine 
and  his  devoted  flock,  the  new  Mt.  Vernon  Church  at  W^hite  Rock  was 
formally  dedicated  to  the  Triune  God.  Rev.  W.  A.  Deaton  preached  the 
dedication  sermon.  This  congregation  was  organized  just  three  years 
ago  and  received  into  the  Synod  October  1894,  and  illustrates  to  us  all 
what  a  band  of  united  church-loving  Lutherans  can  do.  Let  us  try  to 
catch  the  spirit  of  our  brethren  of  White  Rock. 

CORNER-STONES  LAID. 

The  Lutheran  congregation  of  Newberry  with  gratitude  and  praise 
have  just  laid  the  corner-stone  of  a  new  church.  On  the  20th  of  October, 
1896,  the  pastor,  Rev.  J.  B.  Fox,  assisted  by  Rev.  W.  C.  Schaeffer,  Rev. 
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MINUTES  OF 


Dr.  E.  T.  Horn,  and  other  clergymen,  together  with  the  President  of  the 
Synod,  according  to  the  ritual  of  our  Lutheran  Church,  placed  in  posi- 
tion the  corner-stone  of  what  promises  to  be  a  church  not  only  worthy  of 
the  Lutherans  of  Newberry,  but  which  will  be  the  pride  of  our  Synod. 

St.  Stephen  congregation  of  Lexington,  Rev.  J.  G.  Graichen,  pastor, 
will  on  the  27th  of  this  month  lay  the  corner-stone  of  the  new  St.  Ste- 
phen's. We  rejoice  with  them  in  their  noble  purpose,  and  bid  them 
God-speed. 

The  earnest  and  church-loving  Lutherans  of  Sumter,  Rev.  J.  C.  Trau- 
ger,  pastor,  are  preparing  to  break  ground  for  a  church  building,  and 
soon  the  church  historian  will  chronicle  the  laying  of  a  corner-stone  of  a 
Lutheran  Church  in  the  city  of  Sumter. 

MR.  HENRY  F.  SCHNFIKFR. 

Mr.  Henry  F.  Schneiker,  who  has  for  two  years  represented  St.  Mat- 
thew's Church,  Augusta,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  a  member  of 
this  body,  entered  into  eternal  rest  on  the  4th  day  of  January,  1896.  The 
members  of  Synod  will  recall  the  favorable  impression  he  made  upon  us 
as  a  member  of  this  body,  and  will  experience  sincere  regret  that  we 
shall  see  his  kindly  face  in  our  midst  no  more. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  thank  you,  my  dear  brethren,  for  your  kindness  and  confidence  ex- 
tended me  in  the  performance  of  my  official  duties;  and  in  returning  to 
you  the  trust  committed  to  me  I  invoke  upon  you  all  a  rich  heavenly 
benediction.

On  motion,  Mr.  J.  C.  Swygert,  delegate  from  Mt.  Hermon 
Church,  was  permitted  to  make  a  statement  as  to  the  condi- 
tion and  wishes  of  that  congregation.  His  request  for  a  con- 
tinuance of  the  present  supply  arrangement  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Pastoral  Districts. 

The  Treasurer  of  Synod  asked  for  a  definite  settlement  of 
the  following  question:  To  whom  shall  the  missionary  funds 
of  the  Synod  be  paid?    The  following  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  all  moneys  raised  by  the  several  congregations  to  meet 
apportionments  of  Synod  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  Synod,  but  it  is  pro- 
vided that  moneys  raised  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  and  the 
Children's  Missionary  Societies  of  Synod  may  be  paid  to  the  Treasurers 
of  said  Societies  respectively. 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  taken  up,  con- 
sidered by  items  and  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  OF  MISSIONS. 

The  Committee  to  which  has  been  entrusted  the  charge  of  the  Mis- 
sionary work  of  this  Synod,  held  its  first  regular  meeting  in  Newberry, 
vS.  C,  November  1,  1896.  Rev.  J.  B.  Fox,  was  elected  Chairman 
and  Rev.  Profv  W.  K.  Sligh,  Secretary.  Mr.  A.  H.  Kohn,  Treasurer  of 
the  Synod,  was  made  ex-officio  Treasurer  of  the  Committee. 

Plans  for  the  conduct  of  the  work  during  the  Synodical  year  were  duly 
considered,  and  the  following  appropriations  were  made: 

1.  To  the  Orangeburg  Mission,  $125. 

2.  To  the  Grauiteville  Mission,  including  Langley  for  the  present  year, 
$200. 

3.  To  the  Mission  at  Sumter,  Florence,  and  Eutawville,  $200. 
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The  Graniteville  Mission  has  been  without  a  regular  pastor  during  the 
year,  hence  a  small  part  only  of  the  ap  ropriation  has  been  used. 

Owing  to  the  vacancy  at  Augusta,  no  appropriation  was  made  to  the 
Augusta  Mission  until  the  25th  of  January,  when  an  appropriation  of 
twenty-five  dollars  per  month  was  pledged  to  this  work. 

The  resignation  of  the  Rev.  C.  M.  Fox,  at  Grauiteville,  and  the  Rev. 
S.  T.  Hallman,  D.  D.,  at  Augusta,  were  accepted  soon  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  last  Synod. 

The  following  Missions  have  had  the  care  of  the  Committee: 

r.  Augusta.— In  January  last,  the  Rev.  M.  O.  J.  Kreps,  of  Blacksburg, 
Va.,  was  called  to  the  Pastorate  of  the  Holy  Trinity  congregation,  of  this 
city,  whose  call  had  the  concurrence  of  the  Executive  Committee.  An 
appropriation  of  $300  per  annum,  or  $25  per  mouth,  was  made  to  his 
salary  as  pastor.  This  amount  is  $25  less  than  the  previous  annual  ap- 
propriations. A  plan  to  raise  the  amount  of  the  remaining  indebtedness 
of  the  Mission,  amouutiug  to  $1,290,  was  presented  by  the  pastor  to  the 
Committee,  according  to  which  bonds  to  pay  five  cents  per  week  for  one 
3-ear,  were  to  be  solicited  and  subscribed  among  our  churches,  and  after 
proper  consideration,  was  endorsed  by  the  Committee.  The  debt  of  the 
congregation  is  placed  in  three  banks  and  two  private  notes,  at  a  high 
rate  of  interest,  which  has  been  greatly  hampering  the  financial  work  of 
the  congregation.  It  is  hoped  that  the  scheme  to  float  the  bonds  will  be 
successful,  and  thus  make  the  Mission  readily  self-sustaining.  Hence 
the  Committee  would  earuestly  recommend  the  plan  to  the  congrega- 
tions and  membership  of  the  Synod.  The  present  enrolled  membership 
of  the  Mission  is  159.  The  number  of  Sunday-school  officers  is  9;  the 
number  ot  scholars  and  teachers,  134.  The  pastor's  salary  has  been  paid 
in  full.    The  work  seems  to  be  prospering. 

2.  The  Graniteville;  Mission.— The  congregations  belonging  to 
this  Pastorate  are  St.  James',  at  Graniteville;  Orange  Chapel,  at  Spring- 
field, and  Vaucluse.  Neither  the  charge  nor  the  Executive  Committee 
has  beeu  successful  in  finding  a  regular  pastor.  The  Rev.  S.  P.  Schum- 
pert  has  been  supplying  the  congregation  at  Orange  Chapel,  and  Mr. 
T.  W.  Shealy,  of  the  Theological  S?minary,  has  been  rendering  accept- 
able service  at  Graniteville  since  June,  at  $8.00  monthly  from  the  congre- 
gation, and  $2.50  monthly  from  the  Committee.  His  visits  were  made 
monthly,  from  Thursday  and  remaining  over  Sunday,  preaching  three 
times.  During  the  summer  five  members  were  received  by  baptism  and 
four  by  confirmation.  The  membership  now  numbers  74,  with  70  in  the 
Sunday-school.  The  attention  of  the  Committee  has  been  called  to  the 
factory  towns  around  Graniteville,  particularly  Bath.  An  energetic  pas- 
tor should  speedily  be  secured  for  this  promising  field.  Some  of  these 
are  new  towns,  and  other  denominations  have  not  yet  entered  them. 

3.  The  Orangeburg  Mission.— The  reduction  of  the  appropriation  to 
this  Mission  from  $200  to  $125  per  year  was  cheerfully  met  by  the  con- 
gregation in  raising  the  difference  among  its  own  members.  The  general 
progress  in  this  work,  under  the  consecrated  leadership  of  its  pastor,  has 
been  commendable.    The  indications  that  the  Mission  will  become  self- 
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sustaining  are  favorable.  The  members  now  enrolled  number  83,  with 
75  scholars  and  teachers  in  the  Sunday-school. 

4.  The  Sumter  Mission. — This  Pastorate  is  composed  of  the  St. 
James'  congregation,  in  Sumter,  the  St.  Luke's  congregation,  in  Flor- 
ence, and  Christ's  congregation,  at  Eutawville.  The  last  two  have  been 
organized  during  the  past  year.  The  opening  of  these  Missions  marks 
the  commencement  of  a  new  epoch  in  our  Sy nodical  Missionary  work. 
The  Lutheran  Church  has  hitherto  been  without  a  habitation  and  almost 
without  a  name  from  Columbia  to  the  sea.  That  wide  expanse  of  terri- 
tory has  been  wholly  neglected  by  our  Church,  and  the  most  valuable 
membership  has  been  lost  to  us.  By  the  fortunate  devotion  of  a  pastor 
of  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  a  Mission  was  organized  of  valuable  mate- 
rial for  a  congregation  in  the  growing  city  of  Sumter,  the  nucleus  of  our 
greatest  work  in  Eastern  South  Carolina.  From  this,  as  a  center,  work 
has  been  inaugurated  with  encouraging  prospects  at  Eutawville  and  in 
the  city  of  Florence.  The  Executive  Committee  has  been  fortunate,  after 
careful  investigation  and  extensive  correspondence,  to  secure,  under  the 
guidance  of  God,  the  services  of  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Trauger,  of  Miners ville, 
Pennsylvania,  who  comes  to  us  with  high  recommendations,  and  he  has 
been  cordially  welcomed  in  his  field  of  labor.  The  Sumter  congregation 
has  a  handsome  church  in  course  of  erection,  which  they  are  building 
largely  of  their  own  means.  The  congregation  at  Eutawville  is  worship- 
ping, for  the  present,  in  a  Baptist  Chapel,  with  an  average  attendance 
of  50.  The  Florence  congregation  has  been  holding  services  in  a  hall 
fitted  up  at  their  own  expense.  The  number  of  enrolled  members  is  20. 
The  Executive  Committee  has  required  the  pastor  to  reside  at  Sumter, 
and  to  give  the  services  of  two  Sundays  per  month  to  the  work  there,  and 
to  visit  Florence  and  Eutawville  once  each  per  month.  To  the  pastor's 
support  the  Committee  has  appropriated  $200  per  year,  or  $16%  per 
month.  The  Rev.  J.  C.  Trauger  began  his  pastoral  service  on  the  first 
Sunday  of  February,  1896. 

5.  Spartanburg.— The  Executive  Committee  has  had  its  attention 
called  to  the  statement  that  there  are  about  fifty  Lutherans  in  this  city, 
but  has  had  no  answer  to  a  correspondence  with  them. 

STATEMENTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

t.  The  Executive  Committe,  in  the  management  of  the  work  entrusted 
it,  has  had  to  make  a  loan  from  the  Rev.  T.  O.  Keister,  Greencastle,  Pa. , 
of  $300,  which,  with  interest  at  7  per  cent.,  amounts  to  $321.  Owing  to  the 
great  probability  of  having  to  continue  to  bDrrow  money  to  promptly  pay 
our  Missionaries,  as  heretofore,  the  Committee  recommends  the  payment 
of  the  interest  and  the  continuance  of  principal  of  the  note. 

2.  All  of  the  Missionaries  have  been  paid  to  date,  with,  the  exception  of 
ten  dollars  each  to  Rev.  S.  P.  Schumpert  for  services  at'  Orange  Chapel, 
and  Mr.  T.  W.  Shealy  at  Graniteville.  The  Committee  recommends  the 
payment  of  these  brethren  the  above  atnouuts  at  this  meeting  of  Synod. 

3.  The  Executive  Committee  recommends  the  continuation  of  the  ap- 
propriations of  $800. 
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4.  Our  final  recommendation  is  that  all  the  acts  of  this  Executive  Com- 
mittee be  approved  and  its  obligations  paid.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  NEWBEBS1T 

COLLEGE. 

When  the  last  report  of  the  Board  was  made  to  Synod  the  Board  2&seIF 
and  the  friends  of  the  College  were  greatly  puzzled  over  the  question  «£f 
filling  the  vacancy  of  the  Presidency  of  the  College  occasioned  hj  lOse 
sudden  and  deeply  lamented  death  of  Dr.  Geo.  W.  Holland,  who  ha&Smr 
so  many  years  filled  the  position  so  acceptably  to  all  and  to  sucIe  jgrsssi: 
advantages  to  the  institution.  After  mature  deliberation  and  eamamaSk- 
prayer  the  position  was  unanimously  tendered  to  Geo.  B.  Cromer^  J&sg^ 
who  believing  the  call  to  be  one  from  the  Church  left  his  chosen  pscfe 
sion,  sacrificing  that  which  promised  honor  and  wealth,  and  accepte&tflK;- 
position  tendered  him.  The  management  and  success  of  the  institicOaaD; 
under  his  supervision  has  even  more  than  met  the  expectations  sdfisis: 
friends,  and  has  shown  that  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  and  the  fisdSags. 
and  opinions  of  the  friends  of  the  institution  were  based  upon  a  cssrsz?c± 
knowledge  of  the  wants  and  condition  of  the  College,,  and  the  trne  ^sasSs. 
of  the  man  chosen  as  its  presiding  officer. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  session  Prof.  Kibler  tendered  his  resigasaJSas 
as  Principal  of  Preparatory  Department  to  the  Board,  which  was- 
grets  accepted.    S.  J.  Derrick,  an  alumnus  of  the  College,  and  soessgssx- 
euced  and  successful  teacher,  was  elected  to  fill  the  position.    He  skp- 
pted  the  same  and  has  entered  upon  the  duties  thereof. 

The  Board  has  reduced  the  fees  for  tuition  in  the  College  Depz^teaeaS: 
from  |5 7  to  $40,  and  in  the  Senior  Preparatory  Department  from&J^B*** 
$30,  and  in  the  Junior  Preparatory  from  $30  to  $20.  This  reduction* «K 
made  necessary  that  the  College  in  some  measure  might  meet  th&  fine? 
tuition  feature  in  the  State  schools;  and  mention  is  made  of  it  IsarasetSo- 
call  the  attention  of  the  Church  to  the  paramount  importance,  of.  inssEas;- 
iug  the  Endowment  Fund  of  the  institution. 
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At  the  Commencement  held  in  June  last  the  College  again  sent  out  a 
large  c!ass  as  graduates  and  life-long  friends  aud  workers  of  the  institu- 
tion. 

There  are  already  upon  the  roll  for  the  present  collegiate  year  the 
names  of  112  students,  seventy-eight  of  these  being  in  the  Collegiate  De- 
partment. 

The  Syn  d  at  its  Annual  Convention  one  year  ago  appropriated  for  the 
College  $825.00.  Of  this  amount  $240.00  has  been  paid,  leaving  a  bal- 
ance due  the  College  by  Synod  os  $585.00.  All  that  the  College  asks 
Synod  for  this  year  is  to  make  good  the  old  obligation  brought  over  from 
last  year,  and  the  Board  asks  that  this  be  done  at  once. 

It  must  be  peculiarly  gratifying  to  the  Church  that  notwithstanding 
the  large  reduction  made  in  tuition  fees  that  the  College  is  thought  to  be 
self-sustaining  this  year  and  that  no  appropriation  is  asked  for. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  last  annual  meeting  discussed  the  question 
of  coeducation,  and  then  referred  the  matter  to  its  Standing  Committee 
to  take  action  thereon  and  report  the  same  to  Synod. 

In  conclusion,  this  Synod  should  take  on  fresh  courage  in  its  labors 
for  Newberry  College.  The  beneficial  results  of  the  work  of  that  insti- 
tution are  becoming  more  and  more  conspicuous,  and  are  attracting  the 
attention  not  only  of  the  members  of  our  own  Church,  but  that  of  people 
generally. 

It  was  stated  by  a  prominent  member  of  the  Baptist  Church  in  the  Con- 
stitutional Convention  of  this  State  held  last  year  that  according  to  our 
numbers  and  wealth  that  we  were  doing  more  for  our  College  aud  the 
education  of  young  men  than  any  denomination  of  Christians  in  our 
State.  This  is  an  acknowledged  fact,  and  the  facts  in  the  case  justify 
the  assertion. 

Newberry  College  was  never  in  a  better  condition  than  she  is  in  to-day. 
With  a  Faculty  that  would  be  a  credit  to  any  institution;  with  a  property 
handsome,  valuable,  and  fitted  for  its  uses,  and  with  bright  and  encour- 
aging prospects  before  us  the  members  of  this  Synod  and  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  ought  to  feel  profoundly  thankful  to  the  great  Giver  of  all  good 
for  thus  blessing  the  labors  of  our  hands.

Also,  that  one 
Sunday  of  each  quarter  be  designated  by  all  Sunday-schools  as  Mission- 
ary Sunday,  and  that  on  that  Sunday  the  children  be  specially  addressed 
on  the  subject  of  missions,  and  offerings  be  taken  for  this  object.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  STATE  OF  RELIGION. 

We,  your  Committee  on  State  of  Religion,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing: 

The  Christian  activity  as  seen  by  these  reports  is  encouraging  and 
highly  gratifying.  The  desire  on  the  part  of  the  consecrated  pastors  for 
greater  activity  bespeaks  for  our  Church  greater  things  in  the  near 
future. 
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The  attendance  on  the  sendees  of  the  sanctuary  is  very  good,  yet  we 
note  with  regret  that  some  are  careless  and  indifferent. 

The  benevolence  of  our  people  is  rapidly  growing.  While  some  of  our 
churches  have  not  quite  met  their  apportionment,  others  have  more  than 
met  it. 

The  Sunday-schools  are  recognized  as  potent  factors  in  the  education 
of  the  young,  and  are  in  a  flourishing  condition.  This  in  connection 
with  the  increased  interest  in  catechisation,  by  instilling  in  the  minds  and 
hearts  of  the  young  the  fundamental  principles  of  Christian  religion, 
gives  us  bright  hopes  for  the  future. 

The  financial  condition,  together  with  improved  church  property,  is 
also  hopeful. 

Much  interest  has  been  revived  in  the  literature  of  our  Church  during 
the  past  year.  The  Lutheran  Visitor  and  the  excellent  little  book, 
"Why  Are  We  Lutherans?"  written  by  Dr.  Voigt,  gives  proof  of  our 
statement. 

Your  Committee  notices  with  pleasure  the  generally  hopeful  and  joy- 
ous tones  of  these  reports,  while  weaknesses  and  shortcomings  are  freely 
expressed  and  regretted.  A  few  cases  occur  where  phraseology  is  used 
which  reminds  us  of  unscriptural  and  unLutheran  practices;  but  we 
cheerfully  assume  that  these  instances  are  rare  and  occur  only  where 
prudence  required  a  yielding  to  existing  circumstances  and  opinions  in 
externals,  while  the  stone  waterpots  of  Pharisaic  traditions  were  at  the 
Lord's  command  filled  with  the  clear  water  of  the  pure  doctrine — simple 
faith  in  Christ  Jesus,  with  faithful  use  of  His  sacraments — and  that  each 
shepherd  is  leading  his  flock  in  the  right  direction  in  these  matters.

The  following  overture  from  the  Woman's  Home  and  For- 
eign Missionary  Society  of  this  Synod  was  received  as  infor- 
mation, ordered  printed  in  our  Minutes,  and  the  following  was 
adopted: 
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Report  of  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Resolved,  /.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  the-e  is  great 
necessity  for  a  more  thorough  organization  of  the  Children's  Missionary 
forces  of  our  Chvrch  in  this  State,  and  we  therefore  kindly  ask  the  South. 
Carolina  Synod  to  consider  the  matter  at  its  approaching  Convention  and 
adopt  such  plan  as  will  in  their  judgment  accomplish  the  object  sought. 

Resolved,  2.  That  we  request  Rev.  J.  A.  Sligh  to  present  this  resolu- 
tion to  Synod,  and  to  explain  in  detail  the  views  entertained  by  this  Con- 
vention on  the  subject. 

A  Plan  for  the  Organization  and  Government  of  Children's  Missionary 

Societies. 

In  compliance  with  the  request  made  to  this  Synod  by  the  Women's 
Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Convention  asking  that  this  body  adopt  a 
plan  to  bring  about  a  more  thorough  organization  of  the  Children's  Mis- 
sionary forces,  the  following  is  presented  for  adoption: 

I.  That  each  congregation  in  our  connection  is  urged  to  organize  a 
Children's  Missionary  Society  under  the  following  rules  and  regulations: 

1.  Each  Society  to  elect  from  its  own  members  a  President,  a  Vice- 
President,  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

2.  Every  child  of  the  Sunday-school  and  the  Church  shall  be  eligible 
to  membership,  and  shall  pay  weekly,  monthly  or  quarterly  into  the 
treasury  such  an  amount  of  money  as  each  may  be  prompted  to  give. 

3.  Meetings  shall  be  held  weekly,  monthly  or  quarterly,  and  whenever 
suitable  they  shall  be  held  in  connection  with  the  Women's  Home  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  congregation.  The  members  of  said 
societies  shall  be  advisory  members  of  the  Children's  Societies. 

4.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Children's  Societies  held  previous  to  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Women's  Convention,  the  officers  of  each  one  of  the 
Children's  Societies  shall  make  a  report  to  the  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Women's  Society  covering  the  following  points:  1st.  The  number  of 
members  enrolled.  2nd.  The  average  attendance.  3d.  The  amount  con- 
tributed. And  this  report,  with  the  funds  paid  in,  shall  be  carried  by  the 
delegate  of  the  Congregational  Women's  Society  to  the  Annual  Conven- 
tion of  said  Society,  and  all  such  delegates  shall  have  a  voice  and  vote  in 
the  transaction  of  all  business  transacted  by  the  delegates  of  said  annual 
convention  connected  with  the  children's  work. 

5.  If  there  should  be  an  organized  Children's  Society  in  any  congrega- 
tion where  there  is  no  Women's  Society,  officers  of  such  Society  shall 
transmit  their  report,  with  the  funds  collected,  to  the  Woman's  Annual 
Convention,  in  a  way  most  convenient  to  them. 

6.  During  the  sessions  of  the  Women's  Convention  a  special  meeting 
shall  be  held  by  said  Convention  for  the  transaction  of  all  business  con- 
nected with  this  feature  of  the  work.  At  said  meeting  a  Corresponding 
vSecretary  shall  be  elected  from  the  membership  of  the  Women's  Conven- 
tion, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  correspond  with  the  Children's  Societies 
and  send  to  them  such  literature,  etc.,  as  will  be  beneficial  to  their  or- 
ganizations. 

7.  The  Synodical  Treasurer  of  the  Children's  Societies  shall  attend  the. 
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annual  meetings  of  the  Women's  Convention,  and  be  an  advisory  member 
of  the  same,  while  said  Convention  has  under  consideration  business  con1 
nected  with  the  children's  work.  He  shall  receive  all  moneys  sent  to 
the  Convention  from  the  Children's  Societies  and  account  to  Synod  for 
same. 

8.  The  Women's  Convention  in  publishing  their  own  proceedings  shall 
embrace  in  said  proceedings  such  items  of  the  children's  work  as  they 
may  deem  expedient. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  directed  to  pay  to  Rev.  Dr.  Hallman, 
Secretary,  one  dollar  and  eighteen  cents  for  expenses  incident  to  his 
office,  and  five  dollars  as  compensation  for  extra  labor  in  copying  the 
Minutes.

SOUTH  VIEW  ORPHAN  HOME. 

Your  committee  on  the  South  View  Orphan  Home  respectfully  recom- 
mend that  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  that  Institution  be  received  and 
printed  in  The  Lutheran  Visitor. 

That  each  congregation  be  requested  to  comply  with  the  resolutions  of 
the  United  Synod  and  set  apart  one  Sunday  each  in  the  congregation  and 
Sunday-school  for  that  purpose. 

That  all  contributions  1  o  the  Home  be  passed  through  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  of  Synod,  and  that  all  moneys  going  to  that  purpose  be  credited 
on  this  account. 

Revs.  C.  E.  Weltner,  M.  O.  J.  Kreps,  L.  K.  Probst,  and 
Mr.  Arthur  Kibler  were  excused  from  further  attendance. 

On  motion,  the  Missionary  sermon  was  deferred  until  eleven 
o'clock  on  Sunday,  and  the  business  session  of  Synod  was  con- 
tinued.

The  President's  Report  was  read  and,  on  account  of  the  late- 
ness of  hour  at  which  the  President  arrived,  was  adopted  as  a 
whole  instead  of  being  referred  to  the  Committee. 

President's  Report. 

Dear  Sisters:  Again  we  meet  as  a  Missionary  Convention.  We  come 
from  our  respective  homes  to  have  sweet,  Christiau  intercourse  and  do 
what  we  can  to  hasten  Christ's  coming.  Our  constant  prayer  should  be, 
"'Come,  Lord  Jesus,  come  quickly."  We  are  the  daughters  of  a  great 
King.  Like  loving  children  answering  to  a  father's  call,  surely  each 
heart  will  respond,  "What  wilt  Thou  have  me  to  do?"  Only  be  willing 
to  go,  be  willing  to  do  what  the  great  Father  wishes,  and  He  will  give 
the  message  and  the  necessary  qualifications.  "All  the  fitness  He  re- 
quireth  is  to  feel  your  need  of  Him."  The  divine  touch  will  give  the 
needed  inspiration,  the  requisite  energy,  and  devotion.  The  willing 
mind  is  all  that  is  really  necessary;  just  a  yielding  up  of  ourselves  wholly 
to  His  will,  letting  Him  work  in  and  through  us.  "Not  many  wise  men, 
not  many  mighty,  not  many  noble  are  called,  but  God  hath  chosen  the 
weak  things,  even  the  base  things  for  His  service,  that  no  flesh  should 
•glory  in  His  presence."  There  is  no  telling  what  great  things  God 
will  accomplish  through  us  if  we  are  fully  consecrated  to  Him  whose 
yoke  is  easy,  whose  burden  is  light.  Let  us  not  concentrate  our  energies 
on  the  merely  external  and  decorative.  Our  fancy  work,  our  embroid- 
ery, when  its  day  is  over,  will  be  laid  away  for  the  moth,  but  when  we 
strive  to  cover  sinful  souls  with  Christ's  righteousness,  we  lay  up  treas- 
ure in  Heaven  where  neither  moth  nor  rust  can  corrupt. 
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Last  year  when  I  sent  my  report  to  you,  "handed  back  the  sacred  trust 
which  had  been  committed  to  me,"  I  thought  you  would  elect  a  presiding 
officer  who  could  fill  the  position  much  better  than  I,  some  one  with 
fewer  home  duties  and  greater  ability.  However,  as  you  saw  fit  to  re- 
elect me,  I  have  endeavored  to  fulfill  with  fidelity  the  duties  of  the 
-office. 

As  our  Executive  Committee  are  so  widely  separated,  we  have  endeav- 
ored to  do  the  work  through  correspondence,  of  which  there  has  been  a 
great  deal.  Only  two  meetings  of  Executive  Committee  were  held  dur- 
ing the  year. 

We  were  pleased  to  note  during  the  last  Synodical  3'ear  the  enrollment 
of  two  new  Societies,  Mt.  Vernon,  Lexington  County;  Beth  Eden,  New- 
berry County,  and  the  reorganization  of  Bethel,  Lexington  County,  and 
Trinity,  Pine  Grove  Pastorate. 

Your  Literature  Committee  has  been  faithful  in  the  performance  of  its 
duties.  We  would  again  emphasize  the  importance  of  this  work.  "To 
know  the  facts  of  modern  Missions  is  the  necessary  condition  of  intelli- 
gent interest. ' '  Every  member  of  our  Societies  should  assist  the  Litera- 
ture Committee  in  the  diffusion  of  Missionary  intelligence.  It  would  be 
well  for  each  Society  to  have  a  committee  for  the  distribution  of  tracts. 
The  following  tracts  are  excellent  for  that  purpose:  "Facts  on  Foreign 
Missions,"  by  W.  G.  Wanless;  "Prayer  and  Missions,"  by  Robert  Speer; 
■"A  Mute  Appeal  on  Behalf  of  Foreign  Missions,"  and  "Trifling  with  a 
Great  Trust."  There  is  no  scarcity  of  goo  1  tracts,  and  we  cannot  fail  to 
catch  enthusiasm  by  their  perusal. 

In  the  last  year's  Minutes  it  was  resolved  that  the  Constitution,  after 
careful  revision,  and  the  Rules  of  Order  be  printed  with  the  Minutes.  As 
yet,  this  has  not  been  done. 

I  would  like  to  direct  special  attention  to  the  children's  work.  They 
-are  the  hope  of  the  Church;  they  readily  respond  to  efforts  made  in  their 
behalf,  and  soon  become  enthusiastic  workers.  It  is  quite  refreshing  to 
witness  their  zeal  and  see  with  what  pleasure  they  bring  forward  their 
offerings.  "Pre-empt  the  soil  of  their  young  hearts  for  Christ;  train  them 
to  an  intelligent  interest  in  Christ's  work."  Teach  them  chivalrous  de- 
votion to  their  Leader,  and  let  their  watch-word  be,  "The  world  for 
Christ  and  Christ  for  the  world."  Mothers,  will  you  withhold  your  chil- 
dren from  such  a  service?  We  want  your  children  as  well  as  your  gold. 
Those  of  you  whose  children  God  has  called  home  to  a  higher  service  can 
build  enduring  monuments  to  their  memory  by  sacredly  devoting  the 
amount  you  would  have  spent  on  them,  to  sending  the  Light  to  those  sit- 
ting in  heathen  darkness.  What  rich  interest  accumulates  to  the  do- 
nor's credit  who  deposits  in  thi  great  bank  of  heaven. 

The  Week  of  Prayer  was  geuerally  observed  last  year,  and  besides  the 
interest  created  a  goodly  amount  was  brought  into  the  treasury. 

Just  here  let  me  emphasize  the  thought  that  giving  is  not  the  principal 
object  of  our  Missionary  Societies.  We  are  so  prone  to  think  that  if  we 
give  what  we  consider  a  reasonable  amount  to  missions  our  whole  duty 
is  done.  All  success  and  guidance  are  consequent  only  upon  prayer.  It 
was  so  in  the  history  of  the  early  Church,  whose  development  for  years 
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was  almost  wholly  a  story  of  Missionary  progress,  with  every  step  christ- 
ened and  crowned  by  prayer.  The  neglect  of  prayer  is  a  denial  of  the 
Lord's  leadership  and  a  wilfull  limitation  of  success.  First  of  all,  the  dis- 
ciples sought  the  Lord's  feet  in  prayer,  and  in  the  still  Pentecostal  hour 
the  first  mighty  flood  of  missionary  power  rolled  over  the  missionary 
band,  manifesting  its  power,  its  meaning,  its  might  in  the  converted 
thousands  of  that  day.  We  all  need  Pentecostal  power.  Prayer  and 
missions  were  closely  connected  in  the  early  Church,  and  whenever  the 
Church  subsequently  has  caught  something  of  the  spirit  of  those  early 
days,  it  has  been  manifested  in  a  new  devotiou  to  missions  and  a  revival 
of  prayer.  It  must  necessarily  be  so,  for  His  spirit  is  a  spirit  of  service 
and  communion,  of  missions  and  prayer.  When  we  pray  from  the  heart, 
"Thy  kingdom  come,'-  we  will  do  all  in  our  power  to  hasten  its  coming. 

The  great  work  of  the  China  Inland  Mission,  conducted  by  Hudson 
Taylor,  is  the  dirrct  result  of  a  mother's  prayer  for  her  sou.  The  first 
woman  ever  sent  from  America  as  a  medical  missionary  declared  her  de- 
parture for  the  lightless  lands  to  be  the  result  of  her  early  pastors's 
prayers.  The  words  of  Paton's  parents  to  their  son  as  he  was  deciding 
the  question  of  his  duty  to  the  heathen  were  these:  "When  you  were 
given  to  us,  we  laid  you  upon  the  altar,  our  first-born,  to  be  consecrated 
if  God  saw  fit,  as  a  missionary  of  the  cross,  and  it  has  been  our  constant 
prayer  that  you  may  be  prepared,  qualified,  and  led  to  this  very  de- 
cision." 

Pastor  Gossner  sent  out  into  the  foreign  field  144  missionaries.  Be- 
sides providing  for  them  outfit  and  passage,  he  had  never  less  than 
twenty  missionaries  dependent  upon  his  support.  This  is  how  it  was 
done:  "He  prayed  up  the  walls  of  a  hospital,  and  the  hearts  of  the 
nurses;  he  prayed  mission  stations  into  being  and  missionaries  into 
faith;  he  prayed  open  the  hearts  of  the  rich  and  gold  from  the  most  dis- 
tant lands."  "The  silver  and  the  gold  are  mine  and  the  cattle  upon  a 
thousand  hills."  "If  ye  abide  in  Me  and  My  words  in  you  ye  shall  ask  . 
what  ye  will  and  it  shall  be  done  unto  you."  It  is  said  that  with  20,000 
men  properly  qualified  and  distributed,  the  world  could  be  Evangelized 
in  thirty  years.  They  cannot  be  secured  without  effort  and  a  consecra- 
tion of  wealth  to  the  service  of  Christ,  but  deeper  than  the  need  for  men, 
deeper  than  the  need  for  money,  is  the  need  for  prevailing  world-wide 
prayer. 

If  we  representatives  of  the  Societies  of  South  Carolina  Synod  will 
enter  the  holy  place  of  prayer  and  become  women  whose  hearts  God  has 
touched  with  the  "passion  of  prayer,"  what  a  reformation  would  be 
effected  in  the  missionary  work  of  our  Southern  Lutheran  Church!  In- 
stead of  curtailing  our  work  in  Japan,  the  watch-word  would  be,  "Ad- 
vance in  the  name  of  Jesus."  May  God  give  each  of  us  the  secret  and 
sweetness  of  unceasing,  prevailing,  triumphant  prayer  for  the  coming  of 
the  kingdom  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

May  the  Holy  Spirit  guide  and  direct  us  in  all  our  deliberations,  and 
may  everything  be  done  for  His  honor  and  glory.

She  will  not  be  for- 
gotten by  her  fellow-laborers,  but  will  ever  live  in  the  hearts 
and  memories  of  all  who  knew  her.
